Allegan 
St. will be two-way between State garage 
ramp and Pine. Walnut St. will be two- 
way between Post Office driveway and 
Washtenaw, and Allegan two-way between 


Townsend and east limits of construction 
project in front of Post Office. This project 
is to be finished by November 10, 1967. 


Parking Supervisor Dallmann made the 
following report on parking activities:
